(which rebukes the affecting of the maintenance.) Now, if 
any change ungroundedly , or paſſe into any place diſor- 
derly (whereof here's no proof) for that I ſhall not plead. 
2 It is not very like that they who betake themſelves to 
faſting and humiliation, are the perſons that are guilty of 
ſuch miſ-removeals , ſelt-ſeeking and God ſeeking do not 
well agree together : nor is it like that Gods people will 


come together to faſt and pray upon a worldlings call, 


ſure — take him to be a godly Miniſter with whom they 
join in ſuch an exerciſe, and if he prove otherwiſe, ſo 
publike a courſe will make his (in the more obſerved, and 
ſo will turn to his greater ſhame.
